Able to Come Down Stairs. 


William Mathews, the g unsmith,who 
for the past six months has been con­ 
fined to his room ov er Farris’ drug 
store, was able to come down stairs 
y esterday , and with 
g ood weather 
hopes to be able to g et around ag ain. 


The dwelling house, No. 412 East 
Second street, owned by F. A. Samp 
son, and occupied by the family of 
James N. Ev ans, the Missouri Pacific 
lineman, was damag ed by fire at 8 :35 
o’clock this morning . 
The flames orig inated from a g aso­ 
line stov e. 
Mrs. Ev ans started to 
lig ht one of the burners in the stov e, 
when a larg e quantity of the inflam­ 
mable fluid, which had escaped from 
the reserv oir and lodg ed in the drip 
pan, caug ht on fire, filling the kitchen 
with flames. 
Mrs. Ev ans’ face and hands were se­ 
v erely burned, and her hair was sing ­ 
ed on the front part of her head, she 
hav ing a narrow escape from being 
burned aliv e. 
Before turning in a fire alarm, Mrs. 
Ev ans brav ely went to work in an ef­ 
fort to quench the flames with buck­ 
ets of water, but the fire kept spread­ 
ing , and the fire department was noti­ 
fied. The hose companies made a re­ 
markably quick run, and they sav ed 
the building from total destruction. 
The loss on the building and con­ 
tents is estimated at between $300 
and $500. 
The building was partially 
insured, but for ex actly how much it 
not known. 
Mr. Ev ans carried $250 insurance 
on his household property .

Ex -Nig ht Chief of Police Bartlett S. 
Jackson, son of the late W. P. Jackson, 
died at^the home of his mother, Mrs. 
Susan A. Jackson, Fifteenth street and 
3airison av enue, at 10:20 o'clock last 
nig ht, alter a week’s illness 
with 
double pneumonia. 
No resident of Sedalia was better 
known than “ Bart” Jackson, who was 
reared in Sedalia and g raduated from 
the Hig h school. 
He was a unique 
personag e in many particulars, pos­ 
sessed of many of the characteristics 
of his rug g ed father, who in early day s 
serv ed the city as may or and then as 
chief of police. 
From the day of his illness there 
were g rav e doubUi aa to ’"BartV* re- 
coYer/ i and no one realized his con­ 


dition more fully than himself, ho re­ 
marking to members of the family y es­ 
terday that he would nzt be with them 
today . 
Dev otion to his ag ed mother, his 
brothers and sister, as well as to his 
friends, was one of the striking traits 
of “ Bart,” and a host of friends will 
learn of his demise with deepest sor­ 
row. 
Besides the mother, he leav es fiv e 
brothers and one sister, v iz.: Frank, 
Charles and John Jackson, of Sedaiia; 
Walter S. Jackson, of Houston, Tex .; 
Ed W. Jackson, of Denv er, Colo., and 
Mrs. A. C. Jones, of Little Rock, Ark. 
. Walter is Just recov ering from a se­ 
v ere illness, and will probably not be 
able to attend the funeral. 
Mrs. Jones is en route to Sedalia, 
and is ex pected to arriv e this after­ 
noon. 
During 
the Spanish-American war 
“ Bart” serv ed as a member of Co. 
“ I,” Second reg iment, N. G. M., and 
the writer has frequently heard Col. 
H. C. Demuth say that the reg iment 
had no better soldier. 
Entering the 
serv ice as a priv ate, he was promoted 
to serg eant, and on being mustered 
out was commissioned as second lieu­ 
tenant. 
Returning home, he was appointed 
a member of the police force by May or 
W. C. Ov erstreet, and 
in time was 
made nig ht chief of police under Chief
